The following two lots are pages from a manuscript of the Akbarndma 
of Abu’l-Fazl, an official historical account of the reign of Akbar written 
by the orders of the emperor himself. The greater part of the manuscript 
from which these pages originate is now in the Chester Beatty Library, 
Dublin, and the British Museum.

The following two miniatures are illustrations to a large copy of 
Firdausi’s Shahnama which was probably produced for Shah Isma‘il II, 
the son of Shah Tahmasp, during his short reign at Qazwin from 1576 
to 1577. The miniatures of this manuscript were all by the most cele- 
brated artists of the time including Sadiqi Beg and Siyawush the 
Georgian. Sadiqi Beg also took part in the illustration of the copy of 
Asadi’s Garshasp Nama, dated 1573, now in the British Museum and 
later became director of the Royal Library under Shah ‘Abbas. Other 
leaves from this Shahnama have been sold in these rooms 5th February, 
1935, lots 38 to 41; Ist December, 1969, lot 66 and 7th December, 1970, 
lot 48 (Kevorkian collection).

The Zafar Nama, a history of Timir from his birth to his death, was written 
by Sharaf al-Din ‘Ali Yazdi to the orders of Ibrahim Sultan, one of Timtr’s grand- 
sons. It was largely based upon the personal memoirs of Timur as recorded by his 
own scribes who accompanied him. 


The present leaves are from a copy of the work written by the scribe Ya ‘qib 
ibn Hasan and dated A.H. 839/A.D. 1436. This manuscript is illustrated in the Timurid 
style of Shiraz; the miniatures have been dispersed, and other leaves are now in 
various collections: Museum of Art, Cleveland; Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York; McGill University Library, Montreal; Art Museum, Seattle; Freer Gallery, 
Washington; Art Museum, Worcester, etc.
